for how long. But, the Wolve- 
rine Dilworth is a patient old 
inn that awaits the next adven- 
ture. 

Wes Dilworth is the grandson 
of F, W. and Kathryn Dilworth 
who owned the hotel for six 


years from 1935 until 1941. 
Wes has a penchant for historic 
buildings, but said he has no in- 
terest in owning the hotel. He is 
the broker and owner of Dil- 
worth Yacht Brokers in an of- 
fice just down the street and is 
satisfied to focus on yachts. 

“I understand yachts. I don’t

Wes and Boyne City natives 
who knew Kathryn say she was 
an excellent cook and known 
for her tomato pudding, a 
other dishes. 

The Dilworths sold the hotel 
to Henry Marshall who imme- 
diately recruited his son-in-law; 
Don Sheets, and his daughter, 
Ruth Sheets, to run it. Ruth still 
lives in Boyne City.

“T was with my parents and 
they headed into Boyne City 
where. we had ice cream.

out it was for sale and decided 
to buy it,” Ruth said. 

Her husband had attended 
Michigan ‘State University 
(College at that time) and taken 
hotel administration classes. 
Don had worked for Statler 
Hotel in Detroit, the Roosevelt 
and Porter Hotels in Lansing 
and the Ramona Park Hotel in 
Harbor Springs. It wasn’t long 
before Ruth arrived in Boyne 
City with the couple’s six- 
month-old baby to help run the

Disorganization 
equals _ procrastination,” 
said Luis D. Garcia, IRS 
spokesperson for Michi- 
gan. “Today’s sophisticat- 
ed software does all the 
hard work for you. Add 
the fact that most people 
can get the software for 
free from IRS.GOV begin- 
ning in mid January, there 
really is no excuse to 
wait.” 


Get Organized 
Nearly two out. of every 
five taxpayers in Michigan 
wait until April to file their 
tax return even though 
most are due a refund. A 
major reason for many is 
‘disorganization. They wait 
until the deadline ap- 
proaches to hunt doc- 
uments down and prepare 
their tax return. By simply 
having one place - shoe- 
box, envelope, or special 
drawer - for all their tax in- 
formation most people 
would clear the single big- 
gest hurdle to filing their 
' taxes early. Donation re-

A downhill 
story 


The lights of three cities were visible far off 
to the east, thick puddles of orange and white 
glittering on the high plains, linked by faint 
streams of suburbia and illuminated stretches 
of interstate. And the Toyota.climbed.higher . 
still, winding through switchbacks and hug- 
ging the mountainside in its painful ascent to 
the top of the world. 

Deprived of oxygen, the four-cylinder en- 


gine groaned and sput-

downshifted and de- 
manded more speed, 
the roadway snaking 
its way across the al- 
pine tundra. I watched 
the city lights in the 
distance from an open 
window at the rear of 
the enclosed truck bed, 
trying to grasp how 
many people were liv- 


ing in those electric 
wo Sis Tree waY puddles, wondering if 
all those lights were 


really necessary and if the headlamp strapped 
to my head would be enough for what was 
about to go down. 

The truck came to a halt in an empty parking 
lot outside the Alpine Visitor Center in Rocky 
Mountain National Park a little after 1 a.m., the 
tired engine coughing and wheezing at 11,796 
feet. 

The wind was a wild animal, howling as it 
whipped through nearby rock formations and 
causing our clothes to flap so hard they hurt. 
There were four of us that night atop the Conti- 
nental Divide, pulling our mountain bikes from 
the bed of the truck and carefully assembling 
them while glancing at one another in search of 
confirmation that yes, this was happening. 

* Rolling in single file by the light of head- 
lamps, we reached the end of the parking lot 
and clutched our brakes as the pavement turned 
to dirt and Old Fall River Road dropped into 
the darkness. 

It was the first road to cross the Rocky 
Mountains in northern Colorado, a 14-foot 
wide dirt track with 16 switchbacks over nine 
miles, cut into the mountainside and completed 
in 1920. It has since been delegated a one-way 
scenic route from the town of Estes Park at 
7,522 feet above sea level to heights of Fall

EAST JORDAN —

far into the dark, and patches of snow 
appeared out of nowhere. 

The sound of sliding tires and squealing 
‘brake pads came with less frequency as 
adrenaline levels plateaued and we 


learned to slide through each turn with

I was just beginning to feel hypnotized 
by the view of blurred rock wall on my 
left, black abyss on my right, and the illu- 


-minated patch of road ahead of me when
